In 
his daily journey to and from the cap- 
itol he is alw ays accom panied by his 
daughter, and they are the subjects 
of m any a charm ing snapshot, taken 
by the insatiable sightseer during th eir 
m orning walk. 
Mr. M ilburn will prob­ 
ably retain his office until forced to 
retire by advancing age. Several years 
ago th ere w as a determ ined effort to 
defeat him for re-election, and much 
feeling was m anifested in the con­ 
fect. both by his supporters and his 
opponents. 
Asked w hat objection he 
had to the blind chaplain, whose elo­ 
quence cannot be questioned, a w est­ 
ern senator said: 
“The fact is I am 
tired of hearing M ilburn dictate to 
the Lord day afte r day w hat He ought 
to do.”

Mr. B urton's position as chair­ 
m an of the house river and harbor 
com m ittee, enabled him to m ake ..is 
opposition to irrigation legislation ef­ 
fective. 
In the Fifty-fifth and I'nty- 
sixth congresses the senate attached 
am endm ents to the river and harbor 
bill providing m odest appropriations 
for constructing reservoirs on the head 
w aters of the M issouri river. 
Mr. 
B urton 
not 
only 
fought 
all 
such 
am endm ents in the house, but was en­ 
abled by virtue of his chairm anship 
which gave him a position on the con­ 
ference com m ittee on the river and 
harbor bill, to have all such am end­ 
m ents rejected in conference. 
At the 
close of the Fifty-fifth congress, the 
senate held out an entire night against 
acceptance of the conferees’ report 
on the river and harbor bill because 
his report rejected the senate am end­ 
m ent. 
Again a t th e close of the Fif­ 
ty-sixth congress, when 
the confer­ 
ence com m ittee, w hich included Mr. 
B urton, refused to accept the senate 
am endm ents, the senate in an all- 
n ig h t session talked the m easure to 
death by continuing the debate up to 
the tinfe of adjournm ent. 
Of course, 
Mr. ] |p to n 's opposition to irrigation 
has -lpj|$£nothing to do w ith Ms an­ 
nounced retirem en t 
from 
congress, 
but it looks as if his going out, when 
irrigation com es in, is an act of ju st 
retribution. 


In a row w ith senators and repre­ 
sentatives lies the grave of one really 
good Indian. Every Choctaw i r Chick- 
esaw Indian who visits W ashington 
goes out to the Congressional cem e­ 
tery to see the m ounm ent of Push-me- 
ta-ha, the Choctaw chief, who died in 
the city of W ashington D ecem ber 21, 
1824, w hile on a m ission in the in ter­ 
ests of his people. 
H e w as deeply 
interested in the ceding of the Choctaw 
lands to the governm ent. This land 
included all th a t lying east of a line 
beginning on the A rkansas river 100 
paces east of F o rt Sm ith and running 
due south to Red river. T his w as to be 
the perm anent boundary betw een the 
U nited 
S tates 
and 
the 
Choctaws. 
Push-m a-ta-ha becam e intim ately ac­ 
quainted w ith P resid en t Monroe, who 
took a lively in terest in the tribe and 
its affairs. 
Tho Indian chief's m ain 


object in life seem s to have been to 
b ring 
about a condition 
of 
affairs 
which would prove helpful to his peo­ 
ple w ithout injuring th e w hite man. 
It is doubtful if any tribe of Indians 
ever sent a rep resen tativ e to W ash­ 
ington who w as m ore universally re­ 
spected. 


The m onum ent of the old Indian 
chief is m ade of the sam e sandstone 
m aterial as th at which has been used 
for the cenotaphs of congressm en. It 
bears the following inscriptions: 


On the east side: 
“Push-m a-ta-ha 
w as a w arrior of g reat distinction. He 
w as wise in council, eloquent in an 
extraordinary degree, and on all occa­ 
sions and under all circum stances the 
w hite m an’s friend.” 


On the w est side: “Push-ma-ta-hS, a 
Choctaw chief, lies here. T his m onu­ 
m ent to his m em ory is erected by his 
bro th er chiefs, who w ere associated 
w ith him in a delegation from their 
nation, in the year 1824. to the gen­ 
eral governm ent of the U nited S tates.” 


On the south side: "Push-m a-ta-ha, a 
Choctaw chief. 
He died in W ashing­ 
ton on D ecem ber 
24, 
1S24, 
of 
the 
cioup, in the 60th year of his age. 
Am ong his last w ords w ere the fol­ 
low ing: ‘W hen I am gone, let the big 
guns be fired over m e.’ ” 


H is request w as granted. 
The sec­ 
retary of war. John C. Calhoun, or­ 
dered a salute of cannon. 


W ashington society leaders attra c t 
m ore attention than the women of any 
o th er city in the country.

velt's actions are chronicled w ith a 
m inuteness w hich m ust occasionally 
surprise the first lady in the land.

H eretofore, 
its m ovable decorations have, consist­ 
ed of the cast-off bric-a-brac of the long 
procession of presidential fam ilies th a t 
filed through it.

Mrs. Roosevelt has 
changed all th at. 
T he incongruities 
have been relegated to th a t m ysterious 
region w here old vases and useless 
clocks find a restin g place. The m is­ 
tress of the W hite House spends in­ 
num erable half hours in old curiosity 
shops, and am ong the collections of 
antiques w hich abound in the capital. 
A ncient silver plaques, g ran d fath er’s 
clocks 
and 
hangings 
of 
colonial 
tap estry are some of th e fru its of her 
search. 
She has planned the contem ­ 
plated changes and enlargem ent of 
the W hite House. 
It is to h er the 
country will be indebted if the m ansion 
still retains its colonial aspect. 
In 
m any instances she has determ ined to 
obliterate vandal im provem ents upon 
its style and architecture. 


Mrs. Hay, the prem iere lady of the 
cabinet, is wholly w ithout fads, unless 
w alking can he so classed.

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SUBMARINE BOATS. 
W 


H I L E the government is spending millions 
y e a r l y in coast de­ 
fense little or no attention is being given to submarine boats, 
mainly from the fact that these boats are in their infancy, yet they 
are considered by some of our best naval experts to be especially 
adapted for coast defense. 
The recent maneuvers of the Fulton submarine boat attracted wide 
attention from the fact that she fully demonstrated all that is claimed for 
her by her owners. 
While traveling at a speed of 10 miles an hour she 
will dive under the water, entirely disappearing from sight, and a mile or 
more from the point last seen will rise to the surface for observation and 
dive again, all within the space of a few minutes. 
In testing her staying 
powers under water, she was submerged in ;i0 feet of water and remained 
for 24 hours before returning to the .surface. 
She carried down with her 
a crew of three men, who reported no uncomfortable or disagreeable ef­ 
fects. 
The United States government has one of these boats, the Holland, 
in commission, and seven in course of construction, but additional appro­ 
priations for the construction of submarine boats is vigorously opposed by 
representatives, who, if this country wore threatened 
by invasion, would 
probably be the first to "take to the woods.'' 
During t h e Spanish American 
war the entrance to Now York harbor was dotted with buoys, marking 
sunken torpedoes, danger flags were flying at different points, and outside 
the danger line a fleet of patrol boats was moving, constantly warning ves­ 
sels to keep to the narrow channel. 
Despite this, reckless or ignorant 
mariners would sail over the dangerous fields, b u t no p r e m a t u r e explosion 
was ever reported. 
Nevertheless the torpedoes were a constant menace 
to navigation and excursion steamers and all other vessels were 
prohib­ 
ited from leaving the port of N e w York after sundown. 
How much easier 
and safer it would have been to have had .TO or more submarine boats 
patrolling the entrance to our harbors. 
Lying partly submerged they are able to disappear entirely from view 
on sighting the enemy, and without reappearing on the surface, to approach 
within range and launch a torpedo, which would be sure to find its mark. 
How secure the people of our coast towns would feel with these watch­ 
ful sentinel.-' at their post of duty. 
Only three' nations have thus far recog­ 
nized the great value of these little engines of war. 
England has nve build­ 
ing. with a displacement of i!b(i tons. 
The l.’nited States one in commis­ 
sion and seven building, displacement !M5 tons, while France has four al­ 
ready ui ‘commission and 38 building, displacement 4.149 tons. 
Can the 
United States afford to waste more valuable time dilly-dallying? 
The experimental stage in submarine boats has passed, and while the 
nation is at peace is the time to prepare for war. 
The United States, with 
its new possessions, has more to protect now than at any time in our his­ 
tory. 
This means, if it means anything, that we need a larger navy, as it 
would be necessary to station our ships at different ports, thereby separat­ 
ing our squadrons and leaving cfiir coast line exposed. 
Submarine boats would be of little value at sea, though their value for 
coast defense is inestimable. 
Let us have more of these little monsters.

and bonded indebtedness, and not for the purpose of materially bettering 
the plants. 
For every dollar of such increase that has gone into better­ 
ments $300 has gone into the pockets of those operating such systems. 
Millionaires are made in a day, not by the uncertainties of speculation 
in Wall street, hut by the certain and legalized plundering of the people 
by doubling, trebling and quadrupling the debts of the people upon these 
"public utilities" for the sole benefit of ibosp who have received the license 
or “franchise'' to so plunder. 
Every dollar owing by every public railroad, telegraph, telephone, water 
and lighting plant is a debt of the people which must, be liquidated by the 
people when the final pay day arrives and which in the meanwhile forces 
a constant tribute to pay fancy and exorbitant salaries and dividends upon 
fictitious stock and interest upon bonds which represent nothing except 
the palaces, the private yachts, the princeiy art galleries, the luxurious 
lives of those who have been able to handle the national, state and mu­ 
nicipal legislative bodies of the people against the people and for their own 
private enrichment at the expense of the people. 
During tne past Id years the Democratic and Populist parties in Colo­ 
rado have each year reiterated their demands for "municipal ownership 
of “public utilities” and during that time there has been but one legislature

lions to spend for open and brazen bribery, with thousands of agents under

• Already there-is quite a'little boasting in Colorado that the new So* 
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cialists' party will, poll just enough votes to defeat what little progress 
has been made along reform lines in Colorado in recent years and to so 
fatally divide the labor vote of the state as to defeat forever the eight-hour 
law and other beneficial labor legislation.

COLORADO COLLEGE. 
T 


HE twenty-eighth year of the life of Colorado college has come to a 
rinse during the past- week. 
There is no need to recall to the res­ 
idents of Colorado Springs the details of the history of the college— 
the first fourteen years of struggle during which it was striking its 
roots into the soil and asserting its right to live and grow; then 
the second eighteen years, during which it has grown vigorously and gives 
evidence of marked development with each returning commencement season. 
Even those who have watched it year by year find it hard to realize that 
it is only eight years ago that the graduating class numbered only two. 
This year's class numbered ¡17. a more than sixteen-fold growth in this 
short period. 
The most striking fact about the commencement season which has 
just closed was the presence and enthusiasm of the alumni. 
Refore this 
time th('‘ few alumni present were lost in the student body and made no im­ 
pression upon the exercises. 
But this year nearly a hundred were in evi­ 
dence. and they gave a distinctive tone to the work. 
Their loyalty and en­ 
thusiastic devotion to their alma mater infused a new clement into the spirit 
of the occasion. 
Alumni are nreoed to make a college and no commence­ 
ment season is complete without their presence, their reminiscences, their 
joy at the evidences of growth and progress, their renewed pledges of help 
to the dear college. 
Never before this year has Colorado college had this 
completing influence in the life of commencement week. 
That it has been 
felt and felt v i g o r o u s l y tbis week is an evidence that still another period of 
its rapidly unfolding life has been reached and entered upon. 
No one could 
have been present at the alumni lunch on Wednesday noon and heard the 
speeches, the songs, the cheers, the talk and the laughter, without realizing 
that a new force is at work which is to contribute powerfully to the build­ 
ing up of the best life of the institution in the days to come. 
The financial statement made at the commencement exercises ought to 
open the eyes of some of our citizens. The college has in hand special funds 
to the amount of $97.474.9t>, including the fund for the endowment of the 
science building, scholarship funds, etc. 
No part of this sum, however, is 
available for the payment of teachers. 
The endowment fund, strictly so- 
called. amounts to 1297,229.!)!, of which amount $20,000 is unproductive. 
Thus about $277.000.on is all the money that is available for the payment of 
teachers. 
For the tuition fees, which this last year amounted to $1(5,887.97, 
do not pay a penny of the instruction expenses of the college proper. 
Music 
and art fees are applied to the payment of salaries in their respective de­ 
partments, but the balance of the tuition money goes for current bills, re­ 
pairs. coal. light, janitor and engineer salaries, etc. 
That the college has 
been able during the past year to care for 500 students with an endowment 
fund of $277,000, while some ¿astern institutions of the same grade care for 
less with funds of over $ 1,0 0 0 , 0 0 0 and still consider themselves cramped, is cer­ 
tainly worthy of hearty commendation. 
But such a state of things cannot continue. 
The college funds must be 
increased at once to $1 non,non. 
We presume that President Siocum during 
his months of rest and study abroad has been busy in thought with this 
great problem and has been laying up a fund of energy for the work of 
securing this imperative increase of the resources of the college. 
Mean­ 
while those who have been at work in the college have been doing their best 
to aid him by keeping the standard of the college high, by doing thorough 
work in it, and by making it in every way worthy of the largest gifts.

A MASSACHUSETTS CRITICISM. 


IE Springfield. Mass.. Republican always has a pat way of touching 
off truthful subjects.

It was so when John W. Springer, a 
wealthy cattleman, addressed the graduates of Denver university. 
He brought a ringing message to the rich citizens of the Colorado 
city, when he said: 
" Go home and tell your father and mother that you have been 
favored with an education that any man might be proud of. 
Tell the 
people of the state that Denver's wealth has never built a public 
library, never given a permanent home to orphan children, and never 
paid the debts on the magnificent temples of worship built all over 
this, the most beautiful city in the American union today. 
You can 
appeal to the wealth of Denver until you grow black in the face for 
an auditorium, for monuments, museums, art galleries, and all you 
will get will be an allopathic dose of ennui. 
What Denver needs is 
the administration of heart salve, which would draw the bands of 
penuriousness from around dwarfed hearts.’ 
"This is frank talk indeed—but is the stinging rebuke not. mer­ 
ited? 
Insofar as Denver is immersed in materialism, and has not 
grown out of the selfishness of the haste to acquire and to hold that 
dominates in a region of mining camps, the rebuke finds its warrant. 
No city has a civilization of which to boast where the helpful working 
community spirit is lacking, where pride in the municipality does not 
lead to generosity in promoting its higher interests. 
Mr. Springer 
has put Denver on the defensive. ’ 


THE LAST OF THE CREEK NATION.

HE time is short when the five great civilized tribes of Indian TerrN 
tory will be but a memory. 
The Creek Indian allotment of homestead 
deeds has been delivered to Chief Porter by the Dawes commission, 
and in all probability it will be handed to the Indians about the first 
of next month. 
This will mark the passing of the Creeks as a nation. 
These 
Indians abandon their old traditions, customs and tribal government for land 
allotments in severalty and begin a new life as citizens of the white man's 
government. 
This has been accomplished after years of effort on the part of the 
government, and eventually the other nations will come in. 
It is probable 
that the first allotment will be made to the old Chief Isparhecher. under whose 
administration the movement for the final allotment began. 
After that the 
distribution will be according to enumeration as the Indians came in and 
made filings. 


A CHANCE FOR INVENTORS. 
A 


SPLENDID field for American inventors is being opened up by the 
naval bureau of steam engineering. 
The bureau is making experi­ 
ments in the use of crude oils as fuel. 
Enough has been learned to 
make it plain that there is a field where inventors may gain fame and 
fortune. 
Rear Admiral Melville is of the opinion that material advance has 
been made in demonstrating the advantages in the use of oil. 
The oil used has been from the Beaumont fields, and later the California 
oils are to be tried. 
Congr|ss has appropriated $20,000 for the experiments. 
It has been shown that under a forced draught of one iiich air pressure a third 
more stoam is produced with oil than under a corresponding condition when 
the best quality of Pocahontas coal is used. 
An objection is found in the use of oil that the heat arising is too intense 
for the ordinary fireboxes. 
Another objection is that under forced draught 
the noise is objectionable. 
It would seem that both of these are matters that can be overdone, and 
the navy department will leiid encouragement to inventors who desire to 
submit ideas cm the subject.

H istory lias shown 
th a t as the resu lt of all these discov­ 
eries, im m ense fortunes have been ac­

A GO LD-BEARING ZONE. 
The fact th a t T hunder m ountain is 
principally 
a gold-bearing 
zone 
Is 
greatly in its favor, as th e p resen t low 
price of silver, lead and copper will be 
an incentive for m any m iners to leave 
the less profitable cam ps and seek in­ 
terests in the m ining of a m etal th at 
controls the values of the w orld. 
Idaho already has an enviable record 
as a m ining state, and the Salm on riv­ 
er region, in w hich is located the 
T hunder m ountain district, prom ises 
to be one of the richest gold districts 
on the N orth A m erican continent. 
W A T E R AN D T IM BER . 
W ater and tim ber is abundant in the 
Salm on river basin. 
A g reat w ater 
shed drains the w aters of the B itter 
Root range from the north, from the 
Saw tooth range on the south and from 
the Rocky m ountains on the east, into 
the Salm on riv er basin, the headw aters 
of the Salm on being w est of tbe conti­ 
nental divide. 
T his drainage area is 
practically 400 m iles long 
and 
130 
m iles wide, and constitutes an em pire 
in extent. 
This w hole region contains 
valuable 
resources 
of 
agriculture, 
stock-raising, tim ber and m ining. The 
tim ber supplies are considered alm ost 
inexhaustible, the agricultural lands 
are 
found 
am ong th e 
valleys 
ánd 
canyons of the m ain river, and are 
very productive, being especially val­ 
uable for fru its and grazing purposes. 
T he g reat undeveloped w ealth of this 
region, how ever, is found in its vast 
and varied m ineral deposits, the g reat­ 
est of w hich are its extensive gold 
q uartz ledges, som e of which are m ar­ 
velously rich, w hile the sands of the 
Salm on and its tributaries, from source 
to m outh, are laden w ith placer gold. 
In addition to all th is untouched treas­ 
ure are the gold-beáring copper ores, 
th e coal fields n ear Salm on City with 
tw elve-foot veins exposed, the high- 
grade silver apd leád m ines, the tin, 
found along the stream s w here placer 
m ining has been carried on for over 
forty years, and th e oil found in the 
springs and valleys. 
E A R L Y D IS C O V E R Y OF GOLD. 
W hile the T hunder m ountain district 
is unsurveyed, unexplored, and practi­ 
cally unprospected, the surrounding 
country has been known as a gold 
region 
since 
th e 
early 
’60s. 
The 
discovery of gold form s an interesting 
chapter in th e early settlem ent of the 
country. 
T he gold excitem ent began 
a t Oro Fino and Florence in 1860. and 
rapidly spread over the then unorgan­ 
ized territo ry of Idaho, breaking out at 
Boise basin, then up the Salm on river 
a t W ar Eagle, W arrens, and other 
cam ps in rapid Buccession. It was thes¿

ritory of Idaho in 1863. 
A rom antic tale is told of th.1 gol¿ 
discoveries w hich led to the Oro Fino 
excitem ent in 1860.

Indian informed 
C aptain E. S. P ierce th a t w hile he and 
tw o com panions w ere cam ping a t night 
a light b u rst forth 
from

cliff. 
T hey believed It to be the eye of the 
g reat spirit, and a t daylight they got 
courage to v isit the spot and lountl a 
glitterin g ball th a t shone like glass 
im bedded in the Bolid rock. 
The In­ 
dians believed it to be “g reat c.edl- 
cine," but could n o t-g et it aw ay from 
th e rock. C aptain pierce organized a 
■force, and w itl} th e Hope of finding the 
“Bye. of Manltqjj“ ia : exploited 
tbe 


m ountains north of the Salm on, when 
the Indians becam e distrustful and re­ 
fused to perm it fu rth er search. R each­ 
ing the north fork of C learw ater, o.'e 
of th e party panned some dirt. ’>hich 
showed about 3 cents in gold tu the 
pan. 
T his discovery is said to have 
resulted in. the fam ous Oro Fino mines. 
A fter taking out about ?80 in gold dust 
the party returned to W alla W alla, 
and S ergeant Sm ith outfited a party 
and started for the m ine, 
reaching 
there in N ovem ber, 1860. 
D uring the 
follow ing M arch he returned, w ith 
$800 in dust, m aking his way out on 
snow shoes. 
The dus't w as shipped 10 
Portland, w here it caused g reat ex­ 
citem ent. 
D uring 1861 and 1862 the 
excitem ent continued. 
Steam ers from 
San Francisco and V ictoria w ere load-’ 
ed down with freight and passengers 
for the new gold fields. 
New m ining 
regions w ere 
constantly 
discovered, 
and in 1861 Pierce City w as founded 
and nam ed in honor of C aptain Pierce. 
Many claim s on Salm on river yielded 
from 25 cents to $2.50 to the pan. 
The 
yield of gold accounted for in this re­ 
gion in 1862, reached $7,000.000, arid 
several 
million 
in 
addition 
w ere 
shipped through avenues not reported. 
Such in brief is the history of tnc 
m ineral discoveries in Idaho prior to 
1870. By that tim e (he excitem cnt at- 
ten d en t upon 
new 
discoveries had 
quieted down. 
The placer m ines had 
been worked, but by no m eans exhaust­ 
ed. 
Many m iners left w ith the ebbing 
tide, but those who rem ained continued 
to prosper, and for years the placers of 
Boise basin and 
Salm on 
river, 
the 
nf Owyhee. R o c k y B ar and At­ 
lan ta continued yielding th e ir riches, 
and the great w ork of prospecting the 
rugged m ountains continued. 
IN N O R T H E R N IDAHO. 
F ar up in northeastern Idaho in a 
region then unexplored, in the neigh­ 
borhood of Yankee Fork 
and 
Bay 
H orse creeks, some prospecting was 
going on prior to 1877. 
The Charles 
D ickens was located in 1875, and a 
thousand 
dollars crushed out w ith 
sm all hand m ortars, in a few days. 
D uring the first m onth two men pound­ 
ed out $12.000. 
A few tons of ore 
w ere shipped to Salt Lake, the highest 
grade assaying $3.700 per ton. 
In 1878 
a two-bed arastra, w'ith pan and settler, 
was built and started late in AugiMt. 
By the first of November, crushing two 
tons of quartz per day. the a ra stra had 
produced $32.000 in bullion. 
The Gen­ 
eral C uster m ine required no outlay of 
money to m ake it a producer. 
The 
outer wall of the great treasu re vault, 
through the w ear and te a r of ages, 
crum bled and slipped from the ore 
body for a distance of several hun­ 
dred feet, leaving many thousands of 
tons of the very choicest rock, lying 
against the m ountain side, to be brok­ 
en down at very little expense. 
The M ontana mine, on M ount Eatis, 
has been pronounced by m ining men to 
be the richest vein of quartz ever din- 
covered, taking the whole vein m atter 
from wall to wall. 
Some of the led«;e 
m atter is so rich th at it 
has 
been 
w orked in a m ortar at the mine. 
;V 
lot of 225 pounds yielded $18,000. 
The 
rich est ore is so abundant th at four 
to six men can take out from $15.000 
to $25.000 per m onth. 
T he com pletion of the Oregon Short 
Line railroad to Blackfoot early in the 
spring of 1879. brought the Bay Horse 
d istrict to w ithin 150 m iles and the 
Y ankee Fork to w ithin 190 m iles of 
railroad com m unication. 
In looking back over the history of 
Idaho's 
great 
gold 
cam ps 
for 
40 
years, it need be no surprise if Thun­ 
der m ountain during 1902 should rival 
the gold productions of the placer dis 
tricts of the early ’60s. during which 
tim e the cam ps of Lewiston, Bapwai, 
Oro Fino, Pierce City. Elk City, W ar­ 
rens, Florence and the Boise basin 
produced approxim ately $500,000,000, 
30,000 ounces of gold being taken out 
in the first sij4 weeks from the latter 
district.

GOLD CAMP, IS BURNED

Salt Lake,.Utah, June 25.—Merctir, the 


great cyanide gold .camp, and the sec- 
ond largest mining town In Utah, was 
practically wiped out of existence by 


re today. 
The origin of the flre remains a mys- 


tery beyond the fact that It began with 
an explosion of some 
kind 
about 9 


o'clock this morning in the upper story 
of the Preble 
block 
in 
which 
the 


Oquirrh hotel and a saloon were lo- 
cated. 


A short time, after the flre broke out 


the telephone exchange was destroyed 
and all wire communication cut off. 


At 2:30 this afternoon a courier rode 


Into Falrfleld, a station on the Tlntlc 
branch of the Oregon Short Line rail- 
road, and telephoned that Mercur had 
been wiped off the map so far as the 
business district Is concerned. Not leas 
than 40 or 50 stores have been com- 
pletely destroyed and there IH not a 
single store left in' the camp. The peo- 
ple are in a destitute and pitiable con- 
dition. At least 1,000 are without food 
and shelter. Governor Wells and Mayor 
Thompson of Salt Lake were appealed 
to for immediate assistance. 
' Fully 80 per cent, of the town has 
been destroyed. Not one business house 
remains and scores of dwellings have 
been completely destroyed. 


Shortly after 
the flre broke 
out 


it was realized that the entire town was 
In danger and Immediately the greatest 
confusion prevailed. All available ve- 
hicles of every description were pressed 
Into service and every effort made to 
save household goods and stores; but 
so rapidly did the flames spread that 
the people were forced to flee for their 
.lives and practically nothing was saved. 


The streets 
became 
congested 
with 


teams and the excitement was increased 
by the frequent explosions 
of giant 


powder stored In various portions of the 
,town. So far as known, no lives were 
lost, A conservative estimate places the 
total loss at between $800,000 and $1,- 
000,000, and the Insurance at $360,000. 


Among the buildings destroyed are 


the McCornick & company bank; the 
large structure of the Union Mercantile 
company, the Palmer house, the Catho- 
lic and Baptist churches and the tele- 
phone exchange. 


The Mormon and Methodist churches 


were not damaged and have been con- 
verted into places of refuge for the most 
helpless and destitute of the women and, 
children. 


Governor Wells, Mayor Thompson of 


Salt Lake, Oregon Short Line railroad 
officials and a number of prominent Salt 
Lake citizens late this afternoon ar- 
ranged for a special train with needed 
supplies, which left Salt Lake early 
this evening for the stricken town. 


Mercur is the western terminus ot 


the Salt Lake & Mercur railroad, sit- 
uated 58 miles southwest of Salt Lake 
City. In the old days It was a sliver 
camp. Finally It was abandoned and 
remained in a deserted state until the 
cyanide process of extracting gold from 
low grade ore was given to the world. 
Then Mercur became a lively camp and 
finally was Incorporated In 1896. It is 
famous as the home of the noted Mer- 
rur and Golden Gate mines. The town 
has enjoyed the reputation of being the 
most moral and quiet mining camp on 
the continent. It has a good school sys- 
tem and a number of churches;

MERCUR, UTAH'S GREAT 


GOLD CAMP, IS BURNED

Salt Lake, Utah, June 25.—Merciir, the 
reat cyanide gold camp, and the sec- 


ond largest mining town in Utah, was 
practically wiped out of existence by 
flre today. 


The origin of the flre remains a mys- 


tery beyond the fact that it began with 
an explosion of some 
kind 
about 9 


o'clock this morning In the upper story 
of the Preble 
block 
In 
which 
the 


Oqulrrh hotel and a saloon were lo- 
cated. 


A short time after the flre broke out 


the telephone exchange was destroyed 
and all wire communication cut off. 


At 2:30 this afternoon a courier rode 


Into Fail-field, a station on the Tlntic 
branch of the Oregon Short Line rail- 
road, and telephoned that Mercur had 
been wiped off the map so far as the 
business district Is concerned. Not less 
than 40 or 50 stores have been com- 
pletely destroyed and there Is not a 
single store left in'the camp. The peo- 
ple are in a destitute and pitiable con- 
dition. At least 1,000 are without food 
and shelter. Governor Wells and Mayor 
Thompson of Salt Lake were appealed 
to for immediate assistance. 


Fully 80 per cent, of the town has 


been destroyed. Not one business house 
remains and scores of dwellings have 
been completely destroyed. 


Shortly after 
the flre broke 
out 


It was realized that the entire town was 
in danger and Immediately the greatest 
confusion prevailed. All available ve- 
hicles of every description were pressed 
Into service and every effort made to 
save household goods and stores; but 
so rapidly did the flames spread that 
the people were forced to flee for their 
lives and practically nothing was saved. 


The streets 
became 
congested 
with 


teams and the excitement was increased 
b'y the frequent explosions 
of _glant 


powder stored in various portions of the 
.town. So far as known, no lives were 
lost. A conservative estimate places the 
total loss at between $800,000 and $1,- 
000,000, and the Insurance at $350,000. 


Among the buildings destroyed are 


the McCornick & company bank; the 
large structure of the Union Mercantile 
company, the Palmer house, the Catho- 
lic and Baptist churches and the tele- 
phone exchange. 


The Mormon and Methodist churches 


were not damaged and have been con- 
verted into places of refuge for the most 
helpless and destitute of the women and, 
children.

been wiped off the map so far as the 
business district is concerned. Not lesa 
than 40 or 50 stores have been com- 
pletely destroyed and there Is not a 
single store left in'the camp. The peo- 
ple are in a destitute and pitiable con- 
dition. At least 1,000 are without food 
and shelter. Governor Wells and Mayor 
Thompson of Salt Lake were appealed 
to for Immediate assistance.

TIMBER DESTROYED. 


Tacoma, Wash., June 21.—Standing 


timber ot commercial value to the 
amount of 560,000,000 feet has burned 
in five districts along the line of the 
Northern Pacific. 
This timber com- 


prised a splendid forest of fir, clean 
timber for a hundred feet, and already 
accessible because it grew within a few 
miles of the railroad. Two days ago 
these giants of the Washington woods 
reared themselves in an 
almost un- 
broken mass, covering 63 square miles 
of territory, today all that remains of 
them ,are the smouldering, blackened 
trunks, so huge that they still defy the 
rapacity of the flames. 
The value of the timber destroyed Is 


placed at $1,100,000. 


A special tonight to the Ledger from 
Hot Springs, Wash., says: 
Lester is now the threatened point. 


The forests on each side ot the village 
are In flames and an increase in the 
velocity of the wind would likely doom 
the town. So menacing was the situ- 
ation during moat ot the day that the 


• relief train kept steam up and was held

the'Tacoma fire engines. At one time 
the danger was thought to have passed 
and the train returned to Tacoma. 
At a late hour this evening the for- 
ests above here are burning fiercely, the 
flames being driven into a belt of tim- 
ber not hitherto touched. The course of 
theiflre belt Iff almost directly east, this 
direction gradually diverting it from 
the line of railroad. The valley forms a 
•brilliantly .illuminated scene by the 
blazing trees, but the most combustible 
material nearby has been consumed and 
the fire is slowly'receding on both, sides 
of the river. • Its northern boundary'Is 
now about two miles back from the 
stream. 
If the -wind remains In Its present 
quarter 24 hours longer the fire will 
pass the summit of the Cascades. It is 
only 13 miles from here to Stampede 
tunnel with Inviting bodies of heavy 
timber all the way and with an upward 
slope that favors the progress of the 
flames.. It is not thought the fire will 
reach the tunnel, however, as Its pres- 
ent course will carry it to the divide, 
a few miles north of that point. 


Down at Kanaskat, 22 miles below 


here, a, tract of seven square miles is in 
flames. At Covington, eight miles east 
of Auburn, there is a fierce fire cover- 
Ing two square miles and is rapidly 
spreading.

The Denver Is one of the six sheathed 
and coppered protected cruisers provid- 
ed for In the naval appropriation act of 
1900. 
Her keel was laid June 28, 1000. 


She is 202 feet In length by 44 feet in 
extreme width, and has a displacement 
of 3,100 tons. The Denver and her class 
have splendid batteries, consisting of 
10 five-inch rapid firing guns in" the 
main battery, and eight 
six-pounder 
and two one-pounder rapid firing guns, 
four Colt automatic guns, 
arid 
one 


three-inch field gun In the secondary 
battery. 


Her engines are of the twin screw, 


vertical triple expansion type, with 
water tube boilers, giving a combined 
horsepower of about 4,600. The engines 
are to be located In separate water- 
tight compartments on opposite aides of 
a fore-and-aft, amidshlp bulkhead. 


The ten five-Inch guns of the main 


battery of the Denver are arranged one 
forward and one aft on the midship 
line of the upper deck, and four on 
each side on the deck below. The guns 
of the secondary battery are distributed 
about the vessel so as to give a large 
arc of fire. 
The Denver is provided with a water- 
tight fleck, extending from 
stem 
to 
stern, the sides sloping and joining the 
vessel's side below the .water line. The 
slopes of this deck abreast the engine 
and boiler spaces are protected 
by 


nickel-steel plates, two. Inches thick by 
eight feet in width. The vessel 
has 


commodious quarters to give comfort 
and accommodation to her authorized 
complement of 27 officers and 263 men. 
She is 
rigged 
as a 
two-masted 


schooner, the masts fitted with gaffs 
and signal'yards, and fore and 
aft 
sails. Her coal bunkers are well ar- 
ranged with ample facilities for rapid 
coaling and have a. capacity of 700 tons. 


The vessels of the Denver class are 


required by their contracts to make a 
speed of 16',4 knots an hour for 
four 


consecutive hours before acceptance. 
To sum up It may be stated that the 
provision of the act o£ congress for the 
Denver class to "have 
the highest 


speed compatible with good cruising 
qualities, great radius of action and to 
carry the most powerful ordnance suit- 
ed to vessels of their class" has been, 
fully borne out in the case of the Den- 
ver, and she will p'rove a valuable addi- 
tion to the list of our naval vessels,

bons by giving her a poisonous dose of 
atroplne and morphine. 


When the defense put Its medical ex- 


perts on the witness stand, the conten- 
tion of moral and mental irresponsi- 
bility of the defendant was maintained. 


Miss Toppan was ordered committed 


to Taunton insane asylum for life. She 
will be taken there tomorrow. 


•While Miss Toppan was tried on the 
Indictment charging her with the mur- 
der of Mrs. Gibbons, she was charged

A Freeze on a Georgia Peach. Orchard, 


In the middle of February, 1899, after 


weeks of warm spring weather and with 
the orchard In full bloom, the.great cold 
wave that swept all over Afnerlea caused 
the temperature.to drop In twoidays from 
SO'degrees ubovrr'to four .degrees belpw 
aero. All hands were mourning; the.loss 
of the fruit erop, but worse "than that, 
all trees o\'c? four years old were founil 
to be so frozen in the trunks that only 
on one. side was there vigorous life and 
not enough of this to sustain the entlrn 
tops. Telegraphing to Philadelphia and 
New York for extra aaws and pruning 
shears, In two days I had 60 men cutting 
off the entire tops from over 100,000 of the 
older trees, thus giving the almost ruined 
trunks an opportunity to strengthen them. 
selves and later to grow on qiily such 
new; heads as their limited sap capacity 
could sustain. When the beheading was 
woll started and I was around among the 
various gangs of workers, one. of the old 
original darkles, who as an old time slave 
had never auit the plantation, stopped 
me and said: "Cap'n, dls yer freeze Is a 
heap wuss than jes' losing do fruit crop. 
'If de tops all got to go like dls, 'twill b« 
a good many years afore you dun get 
fruit ag'in. I was here when you fust 
planted dem little sticks in de ground, 
an' every -Saturday I.dun see dat money 
comln' out dat office winder. De Lawd 
knows where you dun 'get It all, but It 
dun keep a comin' Jes de same. Now 
it's gwine ter be a Ions time afore you 
gets any.more from'de fruit and.I's been 
talkln' to dc .boys, and we jes' wants 
you to cut down-our pay ^one-half, and 
we'll stay right along and work-'till ds 
trees covrio bearln* ae'lh!"—(J. H. Halo, 
Jn The World's Work. 


W,liat the Atmosphere is Made Of. 
The first rude shock to the'prevailing 


'ideas concerning'.'the atmosphere was 
given In, 1774, when Priestley discovered 
in it .the yery active element, 'oxygen. 
Two years later he added to this the 
passive element, nitrogen, and the two 
main constituents, of .the invisible afr 
became captives of science. To these 
new elements the old ideas clung for a 
time. Oxygen 'WUH named by its discov- 
erer dephlogis.tlcated air. Jt lacked phlo- 
giston, the fancied ! fire element, and 
sought it with eager appetite In what- 
ever it touched. Nitrogen .was called 
phlogistlcated air.. It was believed to be 
saturated with phlogiston und therefore 
fatal to flame. While oxygen combined 
briskly with almost all the elements, 
nitrogen refused to.combine at al} ex- 
cept under great provocation. Though 
Intimately mingled In the '.atmosphere, 
these elements were as unlike In char- 
acter as two substances well'could.be. 


No long tlma passed before a third 


substance was found in the atmosphere, 
this time not u. chemical clement, but 
the compound gas, carbonic acid. "While 
not great'in quantity, it proved to be 
Indispensable In quality, since all the 
world of ilvns things is dependent upon 
It for existence. Inimical as it is, when 
In large quantity, to animal life, with- 
out it there could be no life at all, and 
the earth would be a. dead and barren 
expanse. 
For the plant world gains 
fromthls ras its foundation element of 
'carbon, and Is thus enabled to lay up 
those stores of food upon which the an- 
imal world' depends.—(June Llpplncott.

In mediaeval France the "Bailie 


aux Roses" (Tribute of Roses) was ob- 
served. It was a romantic custom in- 
stituted by Blanche of Castile, widow 
of Louis VIII. In 1327 she was regent 
for Marie Dabuisson, daughter of the 
first president of the parliament. The 
regent and her court,. together with 
the peers of parliament, assembled 
at Poitiers in May, for legal confer- 
ence. Many causes awaited their de- 
cision. One of the most important had 
been intrusted to the advocacy of a 
gallant but pleasure-loving young no- 
ble, Corapte de la Marche. 'He was so 
madly In love with Marie that he had 
but little thought and less inclination 
for things stern and legal. 
He had 


already pressed his suit and been re- 
jected. 
This but made his love burn 


the fiercer. The evening of his ar- 
rival at Poitiers, he ventured into 
Marie's rose garden, tendering her an 
ardent serenade. Marie appeared at 
the vindow. She chided him for "em- 
ploying the hours of thought and study 
in 
idle gallantry." "On the 
mor- 


row." she continued, "'twill be your 
task to defend before parliament the 
honor and fortunes of the orphans— 
and you are wasting your time in Idle 
pleasure. If you would win my favor, 
go! Prepare to do your task worthily." 


The count took 
her reproach to 


heart. He passed the night .In study. 
The next day he made his plea with 
brilliant success. So eloquent was he 
that the queen regent smilingly asked 
the source of his inspiration. 


"The voice of an angel," was the fer- 


vent reply. 


The sequel is obvious. They married 


"and lived happily ever after." To 
commemorate the pretty incident, the 
queen ordered that every year, on the 
1st of May. the youngest noble should

Looking backward into the last cen- 


tury, it must be conceded that in no 
other preceding epoch has civilization 
made such rapid and noticeable prog- 
ress, says a writer in Table Talk.

St|r occasionally, and when it is quits 
smooth a,dd the lettqce juice and mix 
thoroughly. Pour Into a little porcelain 
jar, placing the par. In cqld water while 
the mixture Is cooling.

In methods for the riddance of moths 
"doctors disagree," but all are agreed 
that for their prevention thorough air- 
ings and beatings of their favorite fab- 
rics are a'first .essential. A moth will 
thrive in almost any preventive If Its 
eggs are allowed to hatch In the atmos- 
phere, but no moth will voluntarily lay 
its eggs In an atmosphere that Is odious 
to it. For this reason, it Is of little avail 
to pack clothing or other articles uway 
saturated. In camphor or other preven- 
tives unless It is first subjected to air- 
Ings and beatings that will free the fab- 
ric,frpm any insects or eggs that may 
be hiding in Its nap or folds.

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SUBMARINE BOATS. 


W 


HILE the government is spending millions yearly in coast de- 


fense little or no attention is being given to submarine boats, 
mainly from the fact that these boats are in their infancy, yet they 
•re- considered by some of our best naval experts to be especially 
adapted for coast defense. 


The recent maneuvers of the Fulton submarine boat attracted wide 


attention, from the fact that she fully demonstrated all that is claimed for 
her fcy her owners. While traveling at a speed of 10 miles an hour she 
witt drve under the water, entirely disappearing from sight, and a.mile or 
more from the point last seen,will rise to the surface for observation and 


again, all -within the space of a few minutes. In testing her staying 


powers tinder water, she was submerged in 30 feet of water and remained 
for 24 hours before returning to the surface. 
She carried down with her 


a crew of three men, who reported no uncomfortable or disagreeable ef- 
fects. 
. 
The United States government has one of these boats, the Holland, 


In commission^ and seven in course of construction, but additional appro- 
priations for the construction of submarine boats is vigorously opposed by 
representatives, whoi if this country were threatened by invasion, would 
probably be the first to "take to the woods." During the Spanish-American 
war the entrance to New York harbor was dotted with buoys, marking 
sunken ttirp'edoes, danger flags were flying at different points, and outside 
the danger line a fleet of patrol boats was moving, constantly warning ves- 
sels to keep to the narrow channel. 
Despite this, reckless or ignorant 


mariners would sail over the dangerous fields, but no premature explosion 
was ever reported. 
Nevertheless the torpedoes were a constant. menace 


to navigation and excursion steamers and all other vessels were prohib- 
ited from leaving the port of New York after sundown. 
How much easier 


and safer it would have been to have had 30 or more submarine boats 
patrolling the entrance to our harbors. 


Lying partly submerged they arc able to disappear entirely from view 


on sighting the enemy, and without reappearing on the surface, to approach 
'withih'rsmge and launch a torpedo, which would be sure to find its mark. 


How secure the people of OUT coast towns would feel with these watch- 


ful sentinels at their post of duty. Only three nations have thus far recog- 
nized the great value of these little engines of war. England has five build- 
ing, with a displacement of 600 tons. The United States one in commis- 
sion' and seven building, displacement 915 tons, while France has four al- 
ready iii'commission and 38 building, displacement 4,149 tons. 
Can the 


Ufiited States afford to waste more valuable time dilly-dallying? 


The experimental stage in submarine boats has-passed, and while the 


nation is at peace is the time to prepare for war. The United States, with 
its -new possessions, has more to protect now than at any time in our his 
tory. This means, if it means anything, that we need a larger navy, as it 
.would be necessary to station our ships at different ports, thereby separat 
ing our squadrons and leaving dur coast line exposed. 


' 
Submarine boats would be of little value at sea, though their value for 


coast defense is inestimable. Let us have more of these little monsters.

COLORADO COLLEGE. 


HE twenty-eighth year of the life of Colorado college has come to a 


close during the past week. There is no need to recall to the res- 
idents of Colorado Springs the details of the history of the college—- 
the first fourteen years of struggle during which it was striking its 
roots into the soil and asserting its right to live and grow; then 


he second eighteen .years, during which it has grown vigorously and gives 
evidence of marked development with each returning commencement season. 
Even those who have watched it year by year find it hard to realize that 
t is only eight years ago that the graduating class numbered only two. 
This year's class numbered 37, a more than sixteen-fold growth in this 
short period. 


The most striking fact about the commencement season which has 


lust closed -was the presence and enthusiasm of the alumni. Before this 
,ime the* few alumni present were lost in the student body and made no im- 
pression upon the exercises. 
But this year nearly a hundred were in evi- 


dence, and they gave a distinctive tone to the work. Their loyalty and en- 
ihusiastic devotion to their alma mater infused a new element into the spirit 
of the occasion. 
Alumni are needed to make a college and no commence- 


ment season is complete without their presence, their reminiscences, their 
joy at the evidences of growth and progress, their renewed pledges of help 
to the dear college. Never before this year has Colorado college had this 
completing influence in the life of commencement week. That it has been 
felt and felt vigorously this week is an evidence that still another period of 
Its rapidly unfolding life has been reached and entered upon. No one could 
have been present at the alumni lunch on Wednesday noon and heard the 
speeches, the songs, the cheers, the talk and the laughter, without realizing 
that a new force is at work which is to contribute powerfully to the build- 
ing up of the best life of the institution In the days to come. 


The financial statement made at the commencement exercises ought to 


open the eyes of some of our citizens. The college has In hand special funds 
to the amount of $97,474.96, including the fund for the endowment of the 
science building, scholarship funds, etc. 
No part of this sum, however, la 


available for the payment of teachers. The endowment fund, strictly so- 
called, amounts to $297,229.91, of which amount $20,000 is unproductive. 
Thus about $277,000.00 Is all the money that is available for the payment of 
teachers. For the tuition fees, which this last year amounted to $16,887.97, 
do not pay a penny of the Instruction expenses of the college proper. Music 
and art fees are applied to the payment of salaries in their respective de- 
partments, but the balance of the tuition money goes for current bills, re- 
pairs, coal, light, janitor and engineer salaries, etc. That the college has 
been able during the past year to care for 500 students with an endowment 
fund of $277,000, while some eastern institutions of the same grade care for 
less with funds of over $1,000,000 and still consider themselves cramped, is cer- 
tainly worthy of hearty commendation. 


But such a state of things cannot continue. The college funds must be 


increased at once to $1,000,000. We presume that President Slocum during 
his months of rest and . study abroad has been busy in thought with this 
great problem and has been laying up a fund of energy for the work of 
securing this imperative, increase of the resources of the college. 
' Mean- 


while those who have been at work in tho cqllege havet been doing their, best 
to aid him by keeping the standard of the college high, by doing* thorough 
work in It, and by making it in every way worthy of the largest gifts.

favored with an education that any man might be proud of. Tell the 
people of tho state that D'enver's wealth has never built a public 
library, never given a permanent home to orphan-children, and never 
paid the debts on the magnificent temples of worship built all over 
this, the most beautiful city in the American union today. You can 
appeal to the wealth of Denver until you grow black in the face for 
an auditorium, for monuments, museums, art galleries, and all you 
will get will be an allopathic dose of ennui. What Denver needs is 
the administration of heart salve, which would draw the bands of 
penuriousness from around dwarfed hearts.' 


"This is frank talk indeed—but is the stinging rebuke not mer- 


ited? Insofar as Denver is immersed In materialism, and has not 
grown out of the selfishness of the haste to acquire and to hold tfeat 
dominates In a region of mining camps, the rebuke finds its warrant. 
No city has a civilization of which to boast where the helpful working 
community spirit is lacking, where pride in the .municipality does not 
lead to generosity in promoting its higher interests. Mr. Springer 
has put Denver on the defensive."

HE time is short when the five great civilized tribes of Indian TerrU 


tory will be but a memory. The Creek Indian allotment of homestead 
deeds has been delivered to Chief Porter by the Dawes commission, 
and In all probability it will be handed to the Indians about the first 


of next month. This will mark the passing of the Creeks as a nation. These 
Indians abandon their old traditions, customs and tribal government for land 
allotments in severally and begin a new life as citjzens of the white man's 
government. 


This has been accomplished after years of effort on the part of the 


government, and eventually the other nations will come in. It is probable 
that the first allotment will be made to the old Chief Isparhecher. under whose 
administration the movement for the final allotment began. After that the 
distribution will be according to enumeration as the Indians came in and 
made filings. 


A CHANCE FOR INVENTORS. 


A 


SPLENDID field for American inventors is being opened up by the 
naval bureau of steam engineering. 
The bureau is making experi- 


ments in the'use of crude oils as fuel. Enough has been learned to 
make it plain that there is a field where inventors may gain fame and 


fortune. Rear Admiral Melville Is of the opinion that material advance has 
been made in demonstrating the. advantages in the use of oil. 


The oil used has been from the Beaumont fields, and later the California 


oils jre to be tried. Congress has appropriated $20,000 for the experiments. 
It lias been shown that under a forced draught of one inch air pressure a third 
more steam is produced with oil than under a correspond Ing condition when 
the best quality of Pocahontas coal is used.

An objection is found in the use of oil that the heat arising is too intense 


for the ordinary fireboxes. Another objection is that under forced draught 
the noise Is objectionable.

Many miners left with the ebbing 
tide, but those who remained continued 
to prosper; and-|or years the plAcera of

The 
outer wall of the great treasure vault 
through the wear and tear of ages 
crumbled and slipped from the ore 
body for a distance of several hun- 
dred feet, leaving many thousands of 
tons of the very choicest rock, lying 
against the mountain side, to be brok- 
en down at very little expense. 


The Montana mine, on Mount Eatis, 


las been pronounced by mining men to 
3e the richest vein of quartz ever dis- 
covered, taking the whole vein matter 
Irom wall to wall. Some of the led.4;e 
matter is so rich that it has been 
worked In a mortar at the mino. A 
lot of 225 pounds yielded $18,000. The 
richest ore is so abundant that four 
to six men can take out from $15,OC'f 
to $25,000 per month. 


The completion of. the Oregon Short

j&r.- Civill's books, and an investiga- 
tion was started. Mr. Scott found suf- 
ficient to warrant him In notifying Mr. 
Pettingell and the latter Immediately 
wired the banks in this city to honor 
no more chicks signed by Mr. Civil! 
for Mr. Pettingell. 
An investigation 
was started on Saturday and, early 
Sunday morning. It Is said, Mr. Clvill 
left the city and, has not been seen 
since.

The sentence will probably bo passed 
this week; and, unless the recommenda- 
tion for lenience Is observed, the sen- 
tence for passing a forged check is like- 
ly to be almost as severe as that which 
would be passed on one who was found 
guilty of forgery. 


The jury in the case of the People 


.versus Kortz, et al., returned a ver- 
dict acquitting Joseph Eddlestein of the 
charge of stealing copper wire. Eddie- 
stein was involved with several other 
boys In the charge: but two confessed 
their guilt and did not go to trial. Ed- 
dlestein, however, was put on the stand 
where he also confessed his guilt, al- 
though his counsel endeavored to show 
that he was really Ignorant of the crime 
to which he was confessing. The Jury, 
however, • considered confession on 
the 


witness stand as much of an exculpa- 
tion for him as the confessions of the 
other boys, before they came to trial, 
were for them.
